We have a further most extraordinary sense. 
When we Took at the fame of a. fire oF tho 
filament of a lamp, or at the moon or a star 
for a landscape of, fudéed, at any visible object, 
Wwe Know—at Teast, somne of us have learnt t0 
now—that there isan electromagnetic disturb- 
‘ance in the ether, travelling at a known pac 
reaching our eye, and in some cusious way 
stimulating the optic nerve. Tho sensations 
‘wo experience diveetly: the meaning of those 
rensations, the enuaes which have exited them, 
the processes to which they are really due 
are swatters for inference, that is for sclentifi 
discovery. 

Correcting Our Knowledge. 

"The seneee give us the results, they do not tell 
tov about the mechanism. It has been no enay 
matter to discover the mechanism, and there 
is much still tobe discovered about it. Our 
explanations are bound to be dependent on the 
present state of seientifie knowledge; we nay 
be sure that posterity will know much more 

‘Meanwhile, we ean fry to learn what in already 
known: and In ao far aa our knowledge is 
inacourate .a# well ax incomplete, we must 
he always ready to correct it, We are certain 
that our knowledge will have to be enlarged ; 
‘aur hope ia that it is accurate aa far as it goes 

We live among diftculties, our life is bound b 
ss atroggle;_ but it may be a co-operative and ny 
‘8 competitive struggle, 

‘An Unlimited Rocarvar. 

Knowledge in thie respect in like life and 
magnotiem: there is an unlimited reservoir 
from which to draw, and the impartiug of know 
Trelgedoca nat lessen the amount possessed hy the 
imparter, it is transferred without lows, though 
doubtless, with the expenditure of sorne energy. 
Kaowledge growa from more ta more. By dif 
fosion ib is increased : what one gains, another 
doce not lose, Some energy and skill are needed 
for brosdeasting ; but it is an operation that 
can be conducted without lam; if the trana- 
mitter suffers at all, itis only his bodily enerzy 
whichiaconsumed. "A magnet which has excited 
‘Other magnets may be even stronger than 
before. Life which has excited other life may 
still bo vigorous. "There may be temporary 
fatigue; ashroh may he temporarily exhaosted 
by producing ecede, bub it avon recovers. Fatigue 
{s patural to. material organisms ane to any 
‘expeniliture of nergy , but recuperation follows, 
and west year itis ready for afresh erop. 


Leaming Prom Facts, 

Certainty, in the ease af physiological 
‘organism, fatigue may be pressed to excess 
fexhanation, old age, and death fie im wait for 
Dodily cnganismes it ie not they: whicl are 
permanent, A-magnet may be: lmockedl. into 
Inefficiency. by hammering ite loope shrink 
up into apparent nothingness, but they have sot 
pone out of existence, A loose tle from a howre- 
top may destroy the mechanisin of thought, and 
damage irretriovably the working of an organism: 
thereby life and niind will disappear from on 
ken. But if tho aualogy holds, they have wot 
‘pone out of existence, So far as we learn from 
science, nothing goes out af existence; it only 
‘changes ite form, it may become inappreciable 
to our senses, #t may to all appearance cense 
tobe. 

"That is the Appearance. What is the Reality ? 
‘That question must be answered by Science, 
In tho ease af magnetiam and electricity it-hns 
been answered; inthe case of lifeand mind itis 
in procest of being answered—but, of course, 
ot without controversy. Friendly diseussion

“Pray Silence, Please!” 


Memories of a Well-Known Toastmaster. 


JF tere one man who, above most others, is 
competent to express an opinion on present 
day oratory and public spenking, that aman, T 
‘suggest, is Mr. Wiliam Knightsmith, the best- 
known ‘toastiaster and master of ceremonies, 
whose resonant modulated voive is often 
beard by listeners on the odension of great 
hangtets and similar fetion 

‘There ean be very few listeners who by now 
have nob heard Mr, Knightsmith announcing 
the familiar forma of ™ Your excellencies, my 
Jord, Indies, and gentlemen,” and who ave 
tailed to notice the expectant hsh tat follows. 


Children a8 Orators. 
Tn my thirty years! experience,” said Me 
Knightemith, When U called on him’s fow days 
ago, “I have listened to some thousands of 
petehes, mado by the King and members of the 
Koyal amily, Primo Ministers, anbnasodors, 
distinguished foreign visitors, down to emdlinary 
human beings like myselt—yes, and. children, 
T havo officiated at many olildvea's functions, 
and Tam not quite aim that, on the whole, 
do not enjoy” them better than thos» for 
ps. My responsibilities are not quite 50 
But, you ask me; Do T think that broad- 
casting will help to improve public speaking ? 
My answer is that L certainly think # will; in 
fact, Lhave already noticed an improvement in 
éme instances. Of course, the change for the 
Detter i as yet only very slight, and, possibly, 
it ix not noticeable, except to anyone who, like 
knows the methods and manneriams of the 
speakers Ihave in mind ; but, still it docs exist 
Speakers, Ihave observed, tend to take rather 
more trouble than some of them wsuslly do in 
preparing specches that ate to be broadont, 
‘while othors pay more attention to their delivery, 
tas if they dsite it to be more than ordinarily 
effective 


In Unexpected Places. 

“Tho standard of public speaking to-day, T 
think, is hipher than it was when 1 higan iy 
professional eareer. In those days there were, 
perhaps, amore outstanding orators in public 
Tite; but-nowndays you may hear good spreches 
made by mon—ses, and Women—from whom 
‘ono would hardly expect them. Broadcasting, I 
fect sre, will aavist in raising this staudand, 
‘although’ on the part of some speakers T have 
noticed « curious hesitancy when they discover 
that their voices are going to be heard by 
rillious instead! of by two or three hiondredt 
people, But this quite natural reticence will, 
no doubt, wear off in time, and I think that we 
may Took forward to a day when, trough the 
‘medium of the microphone, everyone will have 
chance of hearing for himself what good oritory 
really means.”
